I Thad not that part 
reſpet for you, which I fincerely profeſs, yet I 
could not but be much aff-ed, that aty man whe, 
had deſervedly acquired ſo fair a Reputation as you 
have formerly _ had, whoſe integrity and Vetaciry. 
had alwaies been reputcd ſporle(s, and whoſe Cha- 
riry had been continually exerciſed tn ſerving others, _ 
at the dear expence of his Time, his Strength, and” 
his Eſtare, without any ocher Recompence than, 
whar reſulrs from the conſciouſneſs of doing goed, 
T fay, 1cou!d not but be much afkeed wht any 
fach Perſon fall, innoc-mily and undeſerygdly,under 
ſuch unjuſt 8c proaches as you have dohe. [ is a, 
hard caſe, and I ch n'; no man, that has any Eowels 
of Humanity, can retie6t upon it withour great Re- 
lenrings. 

Since therefore it is ſo, and that ſomething. te» 
mains yer to be done, ſomething more exprefs, and, 
eſpecially more publ'ck, than has yet been done for 
your Vindicarion, I beg of you, Dear Sir, by al 
the render Efficacy that Friendſhip, either mine; 
or that of all your Friends and . Relations rogerher,

by ſuch a publick Vindicacior of your Honour as 
your own Prudence, upon theſe Suggeſtions, will

World thought of me, For fince I have had 


the Knowledge of Religion from a Principle in 


Self, the firſt and main Point with me, has 
been ro approve my Self in the fight of God, 


Pacience and Well-doing : So that the , 
Workdha 


not had weight enough with me, to ſuf- 

fer its good Opinjon -ro raiſe me, or its i]l Opinion 
ro deje& me. Andif that had been the only Mo- 
tive or Conſideration, and not the defire of a good 
" Friend in the name of many others, I had been 
as filent ro thy Letcer as I uſe to be to the Idle and 
Malitious Shams of the Times. Bur as the Laws of 
iendſhip e ſacred with thoſe that value that Re- 
lation, ſo I confeſs this to be a Principle One with 
me, not to deny a Friend the facisfattion he de- 
fires, when ir may be done wirhour oftcrce to a 

Conſcience. ' 

The Buſineſs chietly infiſted upon, 1s my Pope- 
ry, and endeavours to promote it, I do ſay then, 
and that with all Sincerirty, that I am not only no 
Feſnit bur nd Papiff. And which is more, never 

any Tempration upon me to be it, either from 
in my own mind about the way I profeſs,or 
from the diſcourſes or writings of any of that Religi- 
on. And in the Preſence of Almghry God, I do de- 
clare, thar the King did never once, directly or 
indirectly, atrack me, or tempt me upon that Sub- 
jeR, the many years that T have had the Advantage 
of a free Acceſs ro him ; ſo unjuſt, as well as (cr- 
didly falſe, are all thoſe Stories of the Town. 


Th: only Reaſon, that I can apprehend, rhey * 


have to repute me a Roman Cathlick; is my fre 
quent going to White-Hall ; a place notnore forbid 
ro me than the reſt of the World, who yer, it 
ſeems, find much fairer Quarter. _ I have almoſt 
continually had one Buſineſs or other there for our 
- Friends, whom I ever ſcived with a ſtead Solicita- 
tion, thro all times ſince I was of their Communion. 

I had alſo a great many perſonal good Offices to 
do upon a Principle of Charity, for People of all 

ſwafions 3 thinking ic a Duty to po the 
ictle Intereſt I had, for the good of thoſe that

| is yow above twenty Years, I thank God, | 


needed it, eſpecially the Pow, I might add ſome- 
thing of my own Afﬀairs too; though I muſt own 
(if I may without vanity ) that they have ever 
had the leaſt ſhare of my Thoughts or Pains, or elſe 
they would not have ſtill depended as they yer do. 

Bur becauſe ' ſome People are fo unjuſt as ro 
render Inſtances for my Popery (or Hypocriſie rather, 
for ſo it would be in me) 'cis fit I contradict them 
as particularly as they accuſe me. I ſay then ſo- 
lemnly, that I am fo far from having been bred at 
St, Omers and having reccived Orders at Rome,thar I 
never was at cither place, nor do I know apy body 
there 3 nor had I-cyer a Correſ] ncy with any 
body in thoſe» Places, which. js another Story in- 
vented againſt me, And as for my Officiating in 
the King's Chappel, or any other, it is ſo ridicu- 
tous as well as untrue, tha beſides that no body 
can do jt bur a Prieſt, and that I have been aiar- 
ryed to a Woman of ſome Condition above ſixteen 
Years, which no Prieft can be, by any Diſpenſation 
whatſoever; I have got ſo much as loobr into any 
C happel of the Roman Religion, and'conſequently 
no: che Kings z tho a common curioſity warrants 1t 
daily to Yeoplec of all Perſwaſicn-, 

And once fer all, I do ſay, that I am a Proteſtant 
Diſſenter, and to that degree ſuch. that [ challenge 
the moſt cclebrared Proteſtant of the Engliſh Church, 
or any other,upon chat Head,be he Lav-man or Cler- 
gy-man, in Publick ar in Pritate. For 1 wculd have 
ſuch Pcop'e know, *tis not impoſſible for a True Pro- 
teftant Difſenter ro be Dutiful, Thankful , and Ser- 
viceable ro the King, though he be of the R'man 
Cithalich Communion, We hold not our Preperty 
or Proteion from Him by cur Perſwaſim, and 
therefore His 1 Perſwaſi-m ſhould not be the Meaſure 
of our Allegiance I am ſorry to ſce ſo many that ſeem 
fond of rhe Reformed Religion, by rheir Dilaffe- 
&ion ro Him, recommend it to il}. Whatever Pra- 
ices of Roman Catholicks we might reaſonal.iy 0b- 
je& againſt (and no doubr bur fach there are) yet He 

is diſclaim'd and reprehended choſe ill things, by 
His geclared Opinion againft Perſecution ; by the

in my own Defence, I am obliged in Conſcience 

to t he has ever declared to me it was His 

Opinion 3 and on all occaſions, when Duke, he ne- 

ver refuſed me the repeated Proofs of it, as often 

as I had any Poor Swfferers for Conſcience ſake to ſol- 

licie His help for, 

Bux ſome may- be apt to ſay, Why not any Body 
elſe as well as I ? Why muſt I have the preferable ac- 
ceſs to otber Diſſenters, if not « Papiſt > 1 Anſwer, 
T know not that ic is ſo. But this I know, thar I 
have made ir my Province a*d Buſineſs ; I have 
followed and preſt ir, I took it for my Calling 
and Station, have kept irabove theſe fixreen 
Years 3 and which is more, (if 1 may fay it with- 
out Yanity or Refroach) wholly at my own Charges 
too. To this ler me add the Relation my Father 
had to this Kings Servite z his parricular Favour 
in getting me releaſed our of the Tower of London 
in 693 my Fathers humble Requeſt co Him upon 
his Death-bed ro protet me from the Inconvemen- 
cies and Troubles my Perſwaſion might expoſe me 
to ; and His Friendly Promiſe to do it, and exatt 
Performance of it, from the moment I addreſled 
my ſelf to Him; I ſay, when all this is conſidered, 
any Body that has the leaſt prerence to Good Na- 
ture, Gratitude, er Genezo/ity, muſt needs know how 
ro interpret my Acceſs roche King. 

Perhaps ſome will be ready to ſay this 1s norall, 
nor is this yer a fault, bur that I have been an Ad- 


- viſer in other matters, diſguſtful - ro che Kingdom, 


and which tend to the Overchroiw of the Froceſtane 
Religion, and the Liberties cf the People, A like- 
ly thing indeed, that a Proteſtant Diſſenter, who from 
ifreen Years Old has, been (ar rimes) a. Sufferer, 
in bis Father's Family, in the Univerſity, and by the 
Government, for being ſo, ſhou!d defizn the De- 
ſtruction of the” Proteſtant Religion ! This 15 juſt as 
probable, as it is true, thar 1 dy'd a Feſt 1x years 
ago in America, "Will men ſtill ſuffer ſuch Stuff ro 
paſs upon them? Is any thing more-fooliſh, as wel} 
as falſe, than that becauſe I am often at White-Hall, 
therefore I muſt be Author of all that is done there 
that does not pleaſe abroad ? Bur ſuppoſing ſome 
ſuch things to have been done ; pray tell me,if lam 
bound to oppoſe any thing that I am nor call'd ro 
do? I never was a Member of Council, Cabinet or 
Committee, where the Afﬀairs of the Kingdom ares 
tranſatcd. I have had no Office or Truſt, and con- 
ſequenely nothing can be (aid ro be done by me 3 
nor, for that reaſon, could 1 he under any _ or 
any Obligation to diſcover my Opinion of Publ 
Atts of State 3 and therefore, neither can any ſuch 


ick 


my Crime... 'Volontters are Blanks and Cypbers in all -- 
pany ne And —_ White- Hall 
once 4 day, v many Occaſions, or my not being 
turn'd out of coding (for that no office is) be 
the Evidence of my Compliance in diſagreeable 
things, ] know not what elſe can with any Truth 
be alledged againſt me. However,oucthing I know 
thar I have every where moft religiouſly obſery'd, 
and endeavour'd in Converſation wich Perſons of all 
Ranks and Opinions, to allay Heats, and moderare - 
Extremiries, even in the Politicks. "Tis .betow me 
ro be more particular. But 1 am ſure it has beea 
my endeavor, that if we could not mect all upon a 
Religious Bottom, at Icaſt- we might meer upon a 
Cruil One, the good of England, which is the common 
incereſt of King and People : That He might be 
grear by Juſtice, and we free by Obedience; di- 
ſtinguiſhing rightly on the one hand, berween Duty 
and Slavery; and on, the other, berwcen Liberty 
and Licentionſneſs, 

But, alas,' I am not wichout my Apprehenſions 
of the Cauſe of this behaviour towards me, and in 
this I perceive we agree ; I mean, my conflant Zeal 
for an Impartial Liberty of Conſciente. Bur if that be 
ir, the Cauſe is coo good to be in pain about is. I 
ever underſtood 7'at to be the natural Right of all 
men; and char he that had a Religion withour ir,his 
Religion was one of his own. For what is not the 
Reltgicn of a man's choice, is the Religion of him 
thac oppoſes ir. $2 that Liberty of Conſcience is the 
ficſt S;epro have @ Religion, This is no new Opi 
rion with me. Thave writ many Apologies win 
the laſt twenty years to defend ir, and chart impar- 
tially.Yer I have as conſtancly declared,that Bounds 
ought to be ſer to this Freedom, and that Morality 
was the-beſt ; and that as often as That was violated 
under a pretence of Conſcience, it was fit the Ciuit 
Power ſhould take place.Nor did 1 ever once think 
of promo: ing any torr of Liberty of Conſcience, for 
any bddy, which did not preſerve the Common 
Proteftancy of the Kingdom,and the Antient Rights 
of the Government: For to fay Truth, the one 
cannot be maintained withour the other. 

Upon the whole marrer, 1 muſt ſay, I love Eng- 
land; 1 ever did fo; and that I amnor in her. 
Deke. TI never value Time, Morey, or Kindred to 
ſerve her and do her good. No Party could ever 
byaſs me to her Prejucice,nor any Perſonal incereſt- 
align me: in her wrong. For I alv.aies abhor'd 
diſcounting Private Favours to the Publick Coſt, 

Would I have made my Market of the Fears and 
Jealouſies of People, when this, King cameo the 
Crown, I, had put Twenty Thouſand Pounds in my
